New Award Due to Drum- 
niund's Legacy 



At the luncheon ot the graduating 
class In Arts '31 Professor Stephen 
I^cacock, .speaking for himself and 
Professor Du lloure, made un inform- 
»I .md nnofflciiil announcement of 
tho institution ot the Guy Drum- 
niond Graduate Fellowship In Politi- 
cal Science and French. 

This fellowship, which will carry 
with It oti\ of the highest honors and 
perhaps tho most valuable award l?i 
the gift of the faculty of Arts, !« 
■based upon a legacy left to the i:ni- 
versity by tho late Captain Uuy 
Drunimond who was killed in action 
at "Vprcs, In 1915. Captain' Ouy 
X}rummond had already made a name 
and reputation tor hlmsclt before ■ilie 
"War as a. brilliant Htudent and as a 
graduate devoted to his Alma .Mater. 

He had Kludicd J'olltlcal Science nt 
McGill niHl, after his graduation, at 
ithe Kcole l..ibro des Kclcncca Poli- 
tiques at 'Paris. Ho liad already be- 
fore tho vyar supplied funds for a 
■temporally fellowxhlp for studies In 
Political Science and French. 

At llif outbreak of the AVar he was 
among tho firFt to, lake arms foi- bin 
country and scaled his devotion with 
hU life in the conspicuous heroism 
in the gas attack at 'J'pres. His leg- 
acy -Which ho left to tho University. 
V/IM be applied in accordance wi'th 
what is l;nown to havo been his pur- 
Iiose, and v.-ltli the warm approviil ot 
Lady Unimmond his motlicr, and this 
mnerou.s gift, in accordance with the 
wishes of the unlvehsity, will forever 
bear his name and perpetuate his 
menjorj'.

This ■was tho advice given by Dr, 
Stephen B. Leacock, chairman of the 
Department of Economics and Politi 
cal Science In a speech at tho last 
luncheon of the class ot Arts *31 held 
at Morgan's. The Doctor •was In a 
reminiscent mood, and in his usual 
witty manner described the successes 
and failures ot his graduating clajss 
at the University ot Toronto of forty 
years ago. 

On* Hundred In Clat* 

" From my old friend Dr. James 
Brobncr, .the retired registrar of the 
University of Toronto, himself ft mem- 
ber of tho class of 1S91, I obtained 
tho information which I lay before 
you," he began. "Our class. A band of 
exactly one hundred, — a convenient 
number as It turned us easily into 
decimals. AVo numbered a hund>«d 
and one In our first year but at our 
h.azing one student was rolled in the 
snow and wi,.s not found attcrward.s. 
It will givo you an idea of tho fcrutal- 
ity of tho old hazing days when I say 
that tho only comment, tho next day 
of the president, Sir Daniel Wilson 
was, "Are his fees paid?" 

None ot his class, he remarked, • -as 
dead. They could not afford it. Tlte 
high price of medical services and 
hospit.als was beyond them. They 
could havo died during tho fall in 
prices in the middle nineties and Ii 
1911 but they had not taken tho op- 
portunity. "On tho other hand," re 
marked Dr. Leacock, with the charac 
terlstlc twinkle in his eye, "fifty per

Labor Party Assumes Office 
Upon Resignation of Tories 

Forced to resign by the swinfir in power caused by i-ecent 
by-elections, the Conservative Government, successful in the last 
Jlock Parliament, is now in the Opposition benches, while the 
Labor Party holds the reins of government, with the Right Hon- 
orable David Lewis as Prime Minister, There have also l>een 
internal changes in the Conservative Party, as the Rt. Hon. 
Edmund Collard relinqui-shed the leadership on account of the 
strain on his health, in favor of his foi-mer henchman and avid 
supporter, Rt. Hon. A. H. J. Zaitlin, S.P.C.A. As next Tuesday 
approaches, the date set for the opening of Parliament, many 
notable figures are gathering in Montreal, and a hectic .sesision 
is anticipated. 



The Prime Minister is expected ' to 
bring in a bill regjirding tho public 
ownership of diftorcnt utilities, In ac- 
cordanco with his promises made 
during tho recent eloctlon;! and his 
nation-wide lour. In an exclusive In- 
terview with the Dally lat* last night, 
the Prime Minister stated, "It Is our 
duty to the country to bring In th!-s 
bill. Wo promised the nation to end 
the depression in accordance with our 
platform, and, now that we have been 
given tho mandate, we have no option 
but to do so." 

Zaitlin Reticent ' 

When asked for a. statement re- 
garding tho forthcoming session, tlie 
Ivlslit Hon. A. H. Zaitin, Loader of 
the Opposition, declared, "Owing to 
the unsettled state of affairs in tho 
country at present, we 'were forced to. 
resign' in favor ot Lewis and hU La- 
boritos. but the dr.astic mcasuroa 
which they are about to taJco ara far 
too prem.aturc, and; will undoubtahly 
result in their overthrow." About his 
pla.i\s, the Opposition Leader was re- 
ticent, stating that wlille all was pro- 
p.ared. It waj too early to divulge 
them, hut that Ihe^ would bo dis- 
closed at nn opportune time, probalMy 
later today or tomoirow.

Modern Publicity 
Methods Outlined 

W. G. McGruther Speaks on 
Advertising at Luncheon 

MEDIU MS ; CH AKGING 

Radio And Talking'Pictures 
Offer New Means of 
Reaching Public - 

"Tliere is almost no product on ..ha 
market which does not need advor- 
tlBlng", declared W. G. McGruther, 
speaking at the Commercial Society 
Luncheon yesterday at tho Union on 
"Alondorn Trends Jn Advertising," In 
his speech Jlr. McGruther outlined the 
steps essential tor the preparation ot 
an advertising campaign, and describ- 
ed the various methods of advertising. 

••There is more to advertising than 
merely buylntr an appropriate draw- 
ing and writing a few •words under- 
neath". First" tho appropriations for 
advertising must bo calculated by as- 
certaining the cosLd ot production and 
estimated market, and . then the ex- 
pected cost must be reconslled -v.'th 
this figure, in this connection. It Is 
worthy ot note' that_ more money is 
wasted by Insufficient advertîsîrig 
than by excess. 

Method Described 

In the actual preparation ot 'he 
advertisement, the general ouU'ne 
must first be decided, then it is nut 
In tho hands of the copy man, to write 
an appropriate story about it, and : -i 
artist engaged to complete the drr.w- 
ing. When this work lias been do je, 
the' remainder is merely mechan'ca;, 
preparing tho copy for llie variou.^ 
types ot piibllcations to bo utilised. 

After .a few gcnor.al roni.arks on the 
posiilblllties of radio and motion pic- 
ture advertising, ^t^. AIcGriithcr' spoke

Contradicts Older 
Physics Theories 

Inv estigation Increases Value 
of Elcctrpniagnctic Field 

Something of the nature of a con- 
tradiction to older theories was given 
I>y Mr. •W. Lj'oris, at the Physics Col- 
loritiium, with respect to the electro- 
magnetic field o.\MKtlng Inside a Kiiield- 
ed cylinder. Itisi results showed a. 
con.9idernbly higher value tor this 
field than would bo obtained from the 
formulae of previous writers on llils 
somewhat obscure subject. Consider- 
able discussion Indlciited that there 
wos ground for reliance on the accur- 
acy of the results obtained. 

Tho method of Investigating the 
phoiiomon.a of shielding w.as to use an 
oscillator giving a frequency of one 
thousand kilocycles. This was' con- 
nected to thlrteon-turn llelmholtz coll 
fifteen inches in; diameter. . fa^clng this 
was placed a second an^ .sirptlar colt, 
while between tho two was a system 
of two smaller coil.i, one five times 
tho diameter ot the other. Theao 
could bo connected to the measuring 
Iniiiumont, a vacuum-tube voltmeter, 
at will. They oould also be made to 
interchange positions with an ox- 
tremely small possibility of error. 
From the Induced voltages menaured, 
and from tho dimensions ot tho colls 
and slilclds, it was possible to cal- 
culate tho shielding constants for 
various shields ' placed around ' the 
larger oic the. two small colls. -

Trust Necessary 
For Rationalising 
Modem Industry 

Roliit Describes Operation 
And Uses of Cartel 

PROFESSORS PRESENT 

Feiner Shows Disadvantages 
Before Economics Club 
Last Night 

"The spread of ratlonallsatlotj Is 
inevitable because no country can af- 
ford to ignore it," said Abraham 
Feiner last evening In one of the 
papers delivered to the Political Eco- 
iiomy .Club. Buchanan nolllt. who was 
tlie other speaker, told his audience 
that no two economi.sts were quite 
iigrced as to what rationalisation 
really is. 

Ilolllt said that the term liad been 
Invented in Germany In 1932 to de- 
scribe the effort to reorganise and 
control the operation of cartels ,and 
trusts. To the individual producer ra- 
tionalisation means the development 
of efficiency in, production and mar- 
keting. To the economist it means 
the attempt to reconcile supply and 
demand.. This. last involves the or- 
ganisation of producers for liurposes 
of co-operation and to cut out new 
competitor!?. 

Tells History of Trust* 

The speaker then outlined tho 
growth. of cartels and trusts, organised 
to control output and so set tho level 
of prices to show a more substantial 
profit for the producer. He maintain- 
ed that the success of American trusts 
was duo largely to tho many advant- 
ages offered commerce In tho United 
States In the way of railways built 
for trade, and not for war ns in 
Europe, and In the support of Con - 
gross given to business. From tho 
first public opinion has been against 
the trusts even In Germany. England 
stayed out of the game till after the 
war. 

In dealing with trusts In the U.S. 
nolllt told how Roosevelt liad tried 
to enforce the .Sherman Act oC 1800 
and had indeed broken up the Stan- 
dard Oil Company. Then there sprang 
tip a group of baby Standard Oil com- 
panies and their father was found to 
be Rockfoller again. War had changed 
the attitude of the English towards 
trusts because they had seen the ad- 
vantages of co-operation in produc- 
tion and marketing during the war.

Dr. Kiang Optiinislic About 
Outlook for Awakening East 

Great doings may be expected when 
sleeping lions awake and roar their 
clmllenee to the world, and China Is 
such à lion, declared Dr. Kiang Kang- 
llu at ihu Lions' Club I..unchcon yes- 
terday, in" his address on "Tho 
Significance of Lions in Chinese 
Literature." 

During tho past twenty years Ciiina 
has been uwnkenij:g to a realisation 
of Us true greatness, and the nation 
is calling for a return to, that pro- 
gressive civilisation fostered in the 
first place by tho country. One big 
step in this direction has been the 
unification process, which consists 
largely in the recovery of much of 
that territory und e.Ktra-terrllorlal 
rights granted to foreigners as com- 
mercial concossion.s. Dr. Kiuiig ex- 
pressed tho opinion that at the end of 
tho current year there would be no 
more such concessions in cxlstcnoc, 
as both China and tho other coun- 
tries. are realising that she Is now a 
sovereign state. 

Continuing, the speaker outlined the 
history of lions in Chincao literature, 
and concluded by urging his audience 
to take nn Interest In the historical 
past of tho nation which cradled 
civilisation so that they might gain 
an idea of wlial tho future held in 
store for an awakened China,

Its Far Too Easy 

There are manj' of us nearlng the end 
of our fourth year in college who are un- 
doubtedly of the opinion that the time 
.spent liere has been one long, giorious loaf, 
■ with annoying summer holidays thrown in 
occasionally for the replenishment of de- 
jîleted pocket-books. With these short 
breaks the "country club existence" has 
continued uninterrupted. Examinations? 
No one can be expected to worry seriously 
about these until they become a great deal 
stiffer than they are at present. Medicine 
may have its stumbling blocks and Engine- 
ering its difficulties, but who ever heard 
of a "student" failing a course in which the 
final examination can be passed quite easily 
with a week or two of hard plugging at 
the end? 

Fifteen hours a week is tlie average 
time spent by the greater number of Arts 
students in lectures. The rest of the work- 
ing week is supposed to be devoted to 
studj', but we make no new announcement 
when we say that it never is. The office 
working week figures out at about forty- 
five hours. Therefore, we lose no 3ess than 
thirty hours every week which could be 
very readily used without killing anyone. 

Of course, educators maintain that it 
is a phj'sical impossibility to work steadily 
on academic routine as one might work in 
an office. Verj' true perhaps, yet other 
faculties prescribe diversified time-tables 
which keep their students busy from morn- 
ing till night and those trained under the 
fuller schedule are usually, all things con- 
.sidered, men of greater capacity, determin- 
ation and endurance than their brethern 
in the more Jiberal courseg. 

With so little work done by such a 
great proportion of the student body it is 
a matter of amazement how they all pass. 
First, it must be admitted that the exam- 
inations are rather easy. McGill is re- 
ported to maintain a very high standard, 
aàid in point of actual fact, she does. But 
however high our standard may" lie it is 
still comparatively low when the fact is 
considered that hundreds of persons who 
do not work from October to March can 
walk into the examination rooms and win 
first ^class standings. Consider the colleges 
where the standard of instruction is ad- 
mittedly low! 

' An explanation of the phenomenon of 
lazy individuaJs developing intellectual 
alertness might be that they educate them- 
selves in extra-curricular work, recogniz- 
ing tliat the class-room instruction is dead, 
dull, miserable stuff, which most intelli- 
gent men can read up for themselves at 
any time. Thei-e seems to be a subconscious 
acceptance of this fact in the numerous 
undergraduate organizations on the cam- 
pus. In effect, the student says to himself, 
"If the lectures won't educate me I'll edu- 
cate myself." So he goes out and joins 
the Band and the Players' Club and the 
Daily Staff and the Choral Society and 
ftieveral more things besides and in this 
way makes up the thirty hours which his 
inborn native intelligence force8 him to 
• recognize as a real part of his working 
week. 

If any proof of this is needed we 
might cite a recent conversation between 
'two seniors. Said the first, "I'm begin- 
ning to feel that I've wasted four years." 
The second replied, "I'd feel the same way 
but for the fact that I' got twice as much 
out of extra-curricular activity as ever I 
did out of jschool îWorki5!ffi%

ly advice to Arts Seniors yesterday when 

he recommended that they keep in touch 
with each other after graduation. Unfor- 
tunately, as he stated, his own class of 
Toronto '91 has never Jield a real reunion 
during tlie forty years of its existence 
though it produced many eminent men 
prominent in Canadian public life, among 
them being Howard Ferguson, W- L, M. 
King and Arthur Mclghen. Dr. Leacock 
expressed th(' wiRh thai; l;ho,if; listening to 
hiift vv<|uld make a/i attempt to preserve 



their college spirit of fellowship and en- 
thusiasm. 

So often does history repeat itself, 
following the example of the class of 
Toronto '91, thai some consideration ought 
to be given by the members of the gradu- 
ating classes now for future plans. Today 
is 50 short and tomorrow such an immediate 
reality that action has to be taken before 
the groups disband for the last time. The 
Graudates' Society does its share towards 
the preservation of the ties that bind the 
individuals of each class one to the other 
and to their Alma Mater, but the co-oper- 
ation of all concerned is indispensable.

Travelling Across 
Canada Via 
Freight 

C/ia Told by a Bum) 



To ihcEL- who do not know the wonderful delights 
and atiraclions ot travelling by freight In the ca- 
pacity of undcsired passenger, to say nothing of the 
excellent opportunities for oxcrctso offered by tho 
ficetncss ot the Railway Police — I will endeavour to 
relate some of my own experiences, both humorous 
and tragic, while Iravelilns the C.X. Railway. 

Tho first requirement of a freight rider — common- 
ly called a hoboe or a bum. although usually he Is 
neither one nor the ollici' — Is a two week's growth 
ot stubbie adorning the chin; a thick Mvcalcr, 
which is very useful wlien lha temperature falls be- 
low zero; an extra pair of socks; matches; a knife; 
and a can in which to make, coffee when finances 
enable coffee to bo bought. With these requisites it 
Is possible to travel any distance without being 
seriously embarrassed by cold, tamine, or recogni- 
tion by friends. 

I first rode a freiglu in April, I'jKO; being then 
about CO miles cast of Battlcford. Saskatchewan. 

As I had no knowledge of how to go about it — 
I may say my intention v.as to get to Ottawa — I 
walked boldly up to a small prairie station, across 
the track to where the engine stood taking in water, 
and Jumped Into a box-car in which I observed sev- 
eral other would-be puIIman pasEcngers. From en- 
quiries I found the freight was bound for Wiiin!po,7, 
which was fortunate for me. After Ico^ing this town 
we travelled for about 60 miles. Then the car in 
which we were riding, which was (he only empty 
one on the train, waa sidetracked, and we were 
obliged to ride on top of the coach. 

To malw matters worse !t commcn(-i;d to bliz- 
zard and for 6 hours, almost unable to move, wo 
held on with frosen finf;ers while the icy wind 
and snow beat Into our faces. We pulled up at 
"Humbold" at T.30 that evening, and Immediately 
rushed for the nearest shelter. Having a tew dol- 
lars In my pocket I made for the nearest restaur- 
ant and hot coffee. I slept that night on llio bare 
cement floor of the Round-house, at llio side ot the 
boilers. Tiie bed was v.'arm, though hard, and had 
the great advantage of being impossible to fall out 
of. 1 was awakened by snow down tho buck ot my 
neck; having the pleasure of a snowball which a 
CN.R. employee had intended for his friend. 

Leaving there that day 1 travelled without juiy 
trouble to Winnipeg — although one surlous accident 
took place. An altercaUon arising between a Cana- 
dian and a Bobunk tho tatter stuck his Icnife' Into 
the Canuck's back. He wan taken to a. hospital at 
the first station while the Bohunk vanished — not be- 
fore he had been severely knocked ahout by several 
Canadians travelling on that freight. 

1 left the freight at til. Boniface, not daring to 
ride directly Into Winnipeg, as there were too many 
nailway Police. I walked througli Winnipeg to 
Transcona and slept in a big Dairy Barn that night. 
Tho next morning I Jumped the freight as it came 
up the grade by the barn, and found a lumber car. 
There were two oUier boya on it^one whoso l-'ather 
held a high Gov't position in the Ontario Qov't and 
who was beating his way boma from Vancouver, and 
an English boy, a profeavional box^r. We travelled 
alone companionably until we came to ,Slou>c Look- 
out, and then Jumped off, as wa wanted food and 
were nearly broke. 

We did odd Jobs around the town that afternoon t 
— «pUitInK wood, etc. — and «earned enough for our 
meals and -a few cents over. Again we slept on the 
cement bed in the Ry's Round House and as we 
were pretty tired after so much travelling and the 
work too v/e slept easily regardless of our comfort- 
less aurroundlnss. Jumping the freight again the 
next mominer we rode in to the next divisional 
point, Armstrong; and again stayed for the day do- 
ins odd Jobs. I sawed ]^Sâ^'! <>(ternoon and picked 
up a dollar and my me^^Jio owner had a HelntK- 
raan Grand Piano and I sure enjoyed myself. I 
played the piano %yl|ila tha owner who also had a 
banjo si|j2^^(^j^a^î:^it|iifme, It waa two o'clobk 
in U\D morninjjrwben I left there and met ?ny friends 
OS tho train left at 2; SO. 

We rode all that night on tho end of an oil lank, 
%rith about 3 Inches on which to put our toes and a 
rail to hold onto. Owlnff to tho Jack of comfort oiiâ 
tho various privation* I had j^one througli together 
with lha intense cold, I fainted and my frienda Just 
managed to calcli n>o m T. fell between the two cars 
under the wheels. If they had not been llicro { would 
never have writien Ihis ailtcle, 

AVe Jumped off at (he next water lank and 
finding an old doserted farm^hou^e at the side of 
the Uack, wo Ut p, fire and wept to sleep, 

The next morning we wcnl. to the only »i ore in 
(i;r place and boiiptii. lins of Heinz hoiled Bcaii.s-- 
Potaiots— Brood aud Coffeo, and borrowing (wo

That French comedy of post-war progression 
is a narrow and wearisome set of conventions wo 
wore more than ever convinced last night by tho 
Illuslnhlon of "La Souriante Madamo Beudet" 
(Victoria Hall, Woslmount). Tho Montreal Ho- 
pertorj' Company in choosing their play had no 
doubt to conform to the "moral" standards im- 
posed by city fathers of Gallic anceotry but with- 
out their broadmlndcd attitude towards the stage. 
U was certainly quite Innocuous,' 'amant' being 
heard a bare dozen times or so, and "cocu" but 
once. And, Incidentally, tho fact tho latter was not 
greeted by general laughter bcU'ayed immediately 
an audlcnco tioti largely Frcncli. 

We are introduced to a dissatiofied wife, and a 
bourgeois husband who lias a peculiar habit of 
playing with an unloaded revolver. Madame Beudet 
loads tho revolver at the ond of the first act just 
to see what M-ill happen. The author keeps us in 
suspense throughout most of the second— and last 
— act, wondering when ho will pull the trigger. In- 
stead of shooting himself, ns his smiling spouse 
had planned, ho nim.s straight at her and breaks a 
window. Fortunately, tho obtuse M. Beudet bolloves 
tliat she had loaded tho revolver In order to kill 
herself, so a reconciliation ensues, and tho final 
curtain drops wlUi tho command "As you were!" 

.\ situation less convincing It would bo dif- 
ficult to imagine. There were other ohiiraclcrs In 
the play hcfîides tho three mentioned, but the re- 
volver was worth the rest ot tho cast In ensemble. 
Js'o revolver — no play. 

To atone for the slerilKy oC the dramatic 
material of MM. /\mloI ot Andre Obey wo wore 
treated to a thorough production, uomo more than 
plausible acting. :ind a clarity of diction that make 
comparisons with the presentation of "Or. 
Knocke" some time ago by McQIII very Invidious 
for tlio latter. Profeasor Heno du lloure. a rather 
exuberant hu.sband, ondoavourlng cliiefly by 
gcsllculutlon to keep hix wifo in lier place, acted 
against the grain ot his naturally phlegmatic 
temperament with true Latin isest. The sorrows of 
Mme. Beudet wore so sympathetically portrayed by. 
MIsu Sfartha'Allari, that one wondered where she 
abjured tho traditional solution of taking a lover! 
Mr. F. MlUlngton considerably Improved on his 
work In "Dr. Knock," and T need say no more than 
that my fugitive memorj' placed him-at first with 
the Topaxe Company. Ot tho rest, only Gabrlollc 
botiiiyfid Inexperience In acting and complete 
familiarity with tho I'Vcnch language. (But to your 
fiance, you wcro an angel, Gabrlcllo!) 

We Jiopo that tha Montreal Repertory Theatre 
will repeat its succesa sometime with a play less 
futile and kinder to the rroncli drama than "La 
Souriante Madame Beudet." "With all my natural 
sympathy for tilings Frencli. I regret that their 
banal gilded triangle Is a formula which la one 
section of tho theatre, at least, has discovered no- 
thing now «lnu« tho v/ar. The spectacle of M. and 
Mme. BtUdet, for example. Is about as edifying as 
the mls-on-scone,— office furniture of tomorrow 
competing with domestic decoration ot ycslorday. 

Wo hope our standard Moyso Hall interior set 
will arrive back satoly from Victoria Hall.

And Presses Observed 
In Motion 



A group of Uvo Conimcrco .Tiiiilora 
Imd tho picaauro oC Bcclne llio pro- 
duction of plnj-Ing- card!] and learnod 
the process oC lilhograplilns at the 
Consolidated I^lthoRraphins Comuany 
yectcrdity nrtcrnoon. Tho trip was 
under tho auEplccs ot r-rutcsaor It. 
II, Thompson iind was conducted by 
Mr. llhodcs of the cxecutlvo ot tho 
firm. I 

First the Kcncral llthographlns pro- 
cess was explained. , In printing tho 
impression Is pressed onto the paper, 
while In tho other process tho Ink 
merely peals off: consequently, very 
accurate settint; of the rollers Is nec- 
essary to Insure an even Impression. 
Under tlio "offset" method the artist 
ia enabled to mnko the design In the 
way It will eventually appear In the 
print. This design Is then copied with 
abfoluto iic'curary onto ii very flno- 
gralned b'.ork of stone. (This stone 
Is only obtalnahlo In tlin Ural moun- 
t■^lns). Prom the stono tho Imprra- 
eion Is transferred onto a zinc plate 
when It I» ready to go Into the ma- 
chines. 

Explain "Offitt" Proceii 

The Klinpo of a lIlhograpliliiK ma- 
chine is no iloulit Known to most stu- 
dents, tho design is slightly raised 
from tlic zinc plate and it Is covered 
with a thin layer oC grease. As the 
Plato revolves U passes through a 
trough nf water which clings to every 
portion of tho plate except that cov- 
ered with grease. Continuing the re- 
volution, the plate passes through the 
Ink which clings to tho grease and 
not the water. Tho ink is then trans- 
ferred to a. rubber roller and then to 
tho pa|>cr to be prinltrl. This URC of 
II rubber roller inttoml of a straight 
iniprcfs frr'Mi the zinc pinto to the 
paper Is known an the offset procens 
and saves tho artist from drawing his 
picture backwards. 

The other part of the building was 
devoted In tho production ot playing 
cards wbii <iiii toll liow murli money 
has boon In.'-t tlnonph tln' iiso nf thene 
piny things. A playing card starts 
Ilfo ns a pIccQ of glased cardboard 
coated with a thin "potato mash" 
AVhen It has pns.sed through tho press 
B-1 backs are vl.«lble. These miy bear 
tlic name of "Dawes l'>rewery" or 
"M Olson Best" or they may be just 
plain backs. 

Tho front presents a problem even 
to the maker oC cards. lie must see 
that tho face of the cards Is directly 
oppnslto the hack. He must also ar- 
range tho cardH on his press so thai 
it will bo r.T«y for tho girls to sort 
them. Linen backs are more profit- 
ablo from tho nuanufaclurcra' view- 
point slnco they crack more quickly 
than tlio smooth ones. Also If a hole 
Is cut In the front ot llic package 
the customer knows what he Is buy- 
ing, and buys It. On tho termination 
ot the trip tho "party" was presented 
with two packs ot tho season's "bn«t 
sellers" which looked as If they mer- 
ited their popularity.

United .Stales • of Europo Is "sincere 
hut Impractloablo bocauso either 
F'ranco or Genniiny and Italy would 
seek tho control," Dr. Jaszl, who was 
minister of minorities In the cabinet 
of the first Hungarian republic, pic- 
tured central Europo as a hotbed ot 
both communistic : and Fascist In- 
tluenco where a hidden warfare is go- 
ing on that may break into tho open 
at any time. 

"European statesmen are engaged 
In a political Couelsm," ho said, 
"shouting: 'I3very dny in every way 
wo aro becoming more peaceful,' whilo 
Ihoy are building up huge armlca In 
preparation for tho war that will 
come within ten or fifteen years if 
the central Eiirppean countries do not 
organize to combat both Huss.'an r.nd 
Italian propaganda.". 

Italy, without its central Huropcnn 
satclltes, would be a harmless nation, 
Dr. Jaszi said, arguing tlia' if a fivo- 
power cconomlo union were formed In 
Central Europo, "Mu.ssolliir.s siibra 
rattling would hecomo nothing more
